His talk had to do primar­ 
ily with his own ex perience in raising 
and feeding hogs. 
For twenty iive 
y ears tie said he has been engaged in 
hog f raising. 
The ideal which had 
been attempted to attain was a gain 
of a pound a day from birtli. 
His ex ­ 
perience has been that it pay s best to 
turn Die ¡hogs oni|to market at an 
early age. 
For one reason there is less f ^ t 1 
danger of disease and loss. 
The y oung 
liog takes on weight at less ex pense 
tlian the older one. 
In selecting brood sows Die best j 
feeders must he .selected. 
They sliould ; 
Tie at lea.st 2,00 pounds at a y ear. 
Then : 
at aTicut this time of the y ear select | 
tiie T» est feeders and the most mature­ 
ly developed. 
.Select those witli broad 
shoulders as others tho.se with good i 
length with level Tiacks, and corres-' 
ponding breadth of ham.s, shoulder. 
and back. 
After selecting them, .sep­ 
arate andgivethem a wide range witli 
plenty ot ex erci.se. 
The great danger 
is in iiaving the lirood .sows too lean. 
Tlie iirood sow reijuirts tliree (luanti- 
ties of lood, one for support, one for 
continued growth, and one for the de­ 
velopment of the litter.

The evening .sessoin was devoted to 
the Domestic Science Department and 
two papers were read by the ladies. 
The evening’s program was opened by 
a selection by the Ashton Mandolin 
club, which was given a hearty en­ 
core. 
Mrs. Charles Hey of Dix on read a 
paper on Kitchen Piiilosophy portions 
of which we reproduce: 
It was my good fortune to be sent 
a.s a delegate from Lee county to the 
Domestic .Science school, held in 
the 
Woman’s building on the state fair 
grounds last fall. 
1 was very much delighted to learn 
that Mrs. llorer would be our in.struc- 
tor. 
It was inspiring to be among so 
many bright women all 
of whom 
The brood sow sliould he given a good i whether y oung or old had come to 
run and grass with plenty of warmth. 
Mr. Fervier empiiasi/ecl the value of 
plenty of green food, ex ercise and good 
feed for the brood sows. 
Then for the 
litter and growing .stock plenty of good 
food as much as they vvill clean up 
twice a day and a good run with plen­ 
ty of .sidlicient food. In the fall pump­ 
kins twice a day are very gtxid. 
The main reituisite of the succe.ssful 
hog ratser is to look after the comfort 
of the stock. 
This will do more to 
keep the[growth up than any other 
general principle. 
Following Mr. 
Fervier’s talk Mr, 
Fred Hatch of Yorkville gave a talk 
on the raising of beef cattle. It is nec- 
esary at pre.sent prices to raise good 
cattle inlorder to get market prices 
for grain fed. 
To do this one must 
get tlie top of the market. 
This 
means careful feeding and a balanced 
ration.

A report from Major Townsend of 
le engineer corps of the preliminary 
i ex amination of Rock river was sub ­ 
mitted to the house of representatives 
Friday. 
Mayor Townsend says that 
Lake Floricon, the purported source of 
Rock river, would feed the summ it 
level of the canal; ex tending from Lake 
Michigan 
to the Mississippi river, 
with locks 200 feet long, 30 feet wide 
and a depth of seven feet of water. 
Recent guagings of the river at .Ster­ 
ling give a minimum discharge of 700 
cub ic feet a second. 
The construction of the Illinois and 
Mississippi 
canal, 
however, 
will 
change the conditions, says 
Major 
Townsend. The canal will have a 
depth of seven feet and am inm um top 
width of « 0 feet, and is to b e supplied 
with water from Rock river b y a feed 
er of similar dimensions. 
It is not 
prob ab le that the whole water dis­ 
charge from Rock river at Sterling is 
But 
as the feeder will b e navigab le and 
with the Illinois and Mississippi canal 
will offer a means of water communi­ 
cation to b oth the Mississippi and Illi­ 
nois rivers, the slack water improve­ 
ment of the river itself b elow Sterling 
would b e of little value. 
Colonel Townsend reports that the 
people would not derive any b enefit in 
the m atter of freight rates b y the im­ 
provement. 
He therefore makes an 
unfavorab le report. 
The scheme of making a canal of 
Rock river from Sterling to Rockford, 
a project which was launched at a b ig 
mass meeting in Rockford 
several 
years ago, thus receives its knockout 
b low, and all further hope that such 
a proposition can b e carried through 
has b een given up. 
It will b e rememb ered that at this 
b ig meeting steps were taken to se­ 
cure a preliminary investigation b y 
congress for determining the feasib il­ 
ity of the project. 
The plan of the 
Rockford people was to spend a large 
sum of money upon the Rock river b e­ 
tween Sterling and tha t city, deepen­ 
ing the river where it was necessary 
and constructing a short canal at a 
certain point up the river, the entire 
construction resulting in practically 
making Rock River navigab le b etween 
the two towns. The idea was that, 
tiie improvement would he of great 
b enefit to the people living all along 
the river, and tha t it would material­ 
ly reduce the freight rates for manu­ 
facturers, as well as cause a marked 
reduction in the price of coal. 
The 
Rockford people were very enthus­ 
iastic concerning the matter, and at 
the mass meeting which was held 
there, a large numb er of Dix on and 
Sterling people who were in atfcen' 
dance b ecame imb ued with a great { 
¡deal of enthusiasm. 
For some time 
| after the meeting the m atter was 
pushed thoroughly and a premilinary! 
investigation 
was secured. 
Major; 
Townsend’s report, however, proves, 
tha t all this work and troub le has. 
b een for nothing.
